Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Walters initiated a telephone call to the examiner to find a way to 
amend the instant claims over the British reference. A few proposals were made, and one of which appeared to be 
acceptable to both parties, which was to further amend claim 1 to include "... the coupler casting having a longitudinal 
axis ... an enhanced bearing surface area being substantially arcuate in a horizontal direction ... a horizontal tangential 
line on an intermediate area of said arcuated surface area being perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the knuckle 
casting ..." On the other hand, both parties also understood that the above proposed amendment was deemed as 
being defined over the British reference, but it did not constitute a suggestion of allpwable subject matter because such 
determination would require further consideration and/or search 
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
